Drinking and drunken- 
ness become habitual, bnt whoever re- 
ferred to slave-owning as a habit ? Tho 
drinking question touches tho individual 
and through him the State; tho slavery 
question touched tho State first and the 
individual 
afterwards. 
Slave-holding 
was civic first and moral collaterally; 
whisky drinking is moral, spiritual, and 
physical first and civic afterwards bo- 
cause, through excess it threatens soci- 
ety and the common public weal. 
That labor should bo freo and every 
man his own master is one proposition; 
but that men should be temperate, moral, 
and frugal is a proposition of a funda- 
mentally different character. Labor can 
bo controlled by law, but not so the ap- 
petite. Freedom is an inalienable right, 
bnt sobriety is an outgrowth of personal 
character and conscience. 
By these reasons it ia clear that there 


is no true analogy between the two ques- 
tions.

YOHKTOWN, Vii., Oct. 1G.—General 


Hancock, speaking of the centennial cel- 
ebration, said to-day that a great many 
promises had been made that would bo 
hard to fulfill. This bidafnir to bo a con- 
spicuous feature ot tho celebration. In 
fact, all but tho ceremonies under tho 
government auspices have already boon 
abandoned. 
To attempt such a pro- 


gramme as was laid out by the Centen- 
nial Commission was a chimerical scheme 
to begin with, because Yorktown'practi- 
cally stands in a desert. A great deal of 
the mouoy subscribed has-boon spout,by 
Colonel Peyton, agent for the commis- 
sion, and barn-like buildings put np, the 
Mooro House rohabitnatod, and opera- 
tions carried through that promise little 
return for the outlay. As far as the gov- 
ernment is concerned all is ready, and a 
hundred'acres of tents are pitched abotit 
two miles from the village. 


This has been a busy day. Early in 


tho morning the entire brigade of reg- 
ulars was out pitching tents for militin, 
governors' staffs, aud Masons, and but 
a few more are to bo put up. Tho 
regulars wero all disgusted because 
they had to pitch tho tents for mili- 
tia, but the Secretary of War ordered 
it done, and they were compelled to 
do it, 


Tho Maryland aud Now Jersey brig- 
ades arrived to-day, as well as the ca- 
dets from the Virginia military institute. 
Thoy went into camp and added to 
tho bustle that 'has filled tho day.

.Jailer's Niece. 


That truth is stranger than fiction Is 


well-illustrated in tfio eventful .life; ol 
\ViUiam Franklin Martin, who was found 
guilty of tho murder of his undle, 
George W. Moiacr, at Lebanon, Mo., in 
February, 1880. 
;:, 
: 


Martin, although a young man, and 
looking absolutely boyish, has boon 
tried for two murders, and acquitted on 
one trial, but convicted on the other. 


Tho first crime for which he was 


charged was tho murder of the Prowitt 
brothers, of Lebanon, in the summer; o) 
1878, and although the evidence was very 
strong against him tho missing link in 
tho circumstances could not bo proved 
and he was given the benefit of the 
doubt and acquitted. 


In June,, 1870, George W. Meiser, 


Martin's unclo, who lived about five 
miles from Lebanon, was shot in the 
back while plowing in his field. The 
circumstances showed, that Meiscr hftd 
been shot by some one who had been 
hidden in sonic underbrush near the 
place whore he was shot. Martin quar 
rcled.with his uncle ionly a short time 
before the murder, and had said con- 
cerning him to a friend: " Never mind 
Meiser; I don't think lie will live more 
than n.few days." It was also proven 
that his mother had urged him to Mil 
Meiscr, and said that Moiser was as good 
as dead already. Tho mother and son 
were both tried on tho charge of having 
murdered Meiser, and tho mother was 
acquitted'and son found guilty. Martin 
was then sentenced to bo hanged. 


Tho way in which Martin managed to 


escape while his caso was being appealed 
is best told by himself. 


A reporter interviewed him 09 ho 


stood near the door of coll No. 0, (n 
tho Central District Police Station, yes- 
terday, and elicited the following facts: 
"Martin," said tho reporter, "give 


,ns an account of your escape and yoiir 
wanderings since you left the jafl at 
Lebanon.". 
" Well, I suppose I may as well tell 
you." 


• The reporter noticed that he was an 
ordinary-looking young man, sallow 
complexion, high cheek bones, and 
slight in build. 
Ho is twonty-Ono years 


of age, and although five feet nine Inch- 
es tall, docs not show much muscular 
development. - 


"You saw tho girl who followed mo 


to tho Court-houso," said 
Martin. 
••Well, sho was tho Sheriff's nicco.whcrc 
I was In jail at Lebanon. Sho seemed 
totooticc me and I soon began writing 
.notes to her and shoving them under the 
door of my coll, when sno used to oomo 
along and take them away. I did it for 
amtrscnient at first, and Maggie did not 
seem, to caro to answer them. Finally, 
•however, she wrote me an answer to one 
of my notes, and slipped it under the 
door of my cell. This happened about 
the time of my trial. After that wo be- 
gan corresponding, and I soon began to 
love her dearly. Finally her uncle, 
Sheriff Wilson, detected us, andMagMe 
was sent away in the early part of 
March, and staid away about six months. 
I atill kept up my correspondence with 
Maggie, however, through friends who 
used to visit mo. Finally Maggie, came 
back to the jail, and sho had Beard that 
I was pvctty sure to bo hanged, and ] it 
made hor awful sad. Sho swore she 
would liberate mo, and soon put hot 
plans into execution. 


"On tho 16th of November last, about 
seven a. m., sho came with tho keys and 
said now was tho best time, and told me 
Bho would knock twice when all was 
ready. I soon heard tho knocks and 
opened tho door, when I mot Maggie, 
who gave mo hor father's broach-loading 
rifle, and we both Just walked out ol the 
Jivjl and up tho road. I did not meet 
any one but negroes on tho way, who 
knew mo, and they did not say any thing. 
We wont to my house, and on the 25th 
of November I got two horses. Maggie 
dressed In boy's clothes and rode astrad- 
dle, like a man, and wo cantered away. 
Worododownto Arkansas, and Ma, 
gie stood all the roughing without a 
iComplalnt ns well as a man. Wo nest 
went to Virginia. When wo srot to 
jMartin'8 Station, Va., I married Mag 
(Thei girl stood by me, and I marrleS..,,, 
at the first opportunity. I got work in 
a blacksmith's shop at Martin's Station, 
.and woe doing pretty well untfl two 
detectives rushed Into tho blacksmith 
shop and Jumped on me. ,1 hit one of 
tnom with the iron I was heating and 
the other with;a sledge-hammer, Bulled 
Out my pistols and lit out, 


VI next wontto Pino Flat,Tenn.,whdre 
icrlff Goodall <ound me. 1 was living 


on the outskirts of tin town, and on 
Tuesday J W0nt to the Post-office, and 
no had mo so quick I could not resist." 


Martin says Tie never killed Meiser, 


arid, is perfectly willing to go home, aa 
ho has plenty of friends there. He says 
a fellow named Bob Kllnkonbeer, Mol- 
sor's brotherrln-law, killed him. 


Sheriff Goodall said, about six p. m. 
yesterday, as ho camo to take Martin 
down to tho Union Denot, that ho had 
been on Martin's trail about five months, 
and tound him at the Post*)flice at Pin* 
Flats on last Tuesday. 


Maggie Wilson, who helped Martin to 
escape, is about eighteen years old. Sho 
says she has followed Martin's fortunes.

bXJth. After a timo, however, it camo b 
thb knowledge of the authorities on th! 
eldo of the line that tho man was selling 
liquor without a license, and tho war- 
rant was obtained for his arrest for vio 
lading the laws of the great Empir 
State. When tho Petersburg Constable 
appeared upon tho scene ho found tha 
tho man had removed his stock to the 
Vermont side of the house, and was so 
tailing dr.inks in the State of Massachu 
setta. Of course, the officer was power 
leas to go across the line to arrest him 
and ho again escaped. The affair was 
tho talk of tho country for miles around 
but finally the of&oersof the three State 
moved upon the shanty at one and thi 
same time, and tho defiant rumsoller 
was now in hot water. Ho carried ou 
tho "joko" to the end, however, for 
getting on top of tho stone which stand 
partlyln tho thi-eo States, he shouted 
" Como on and divide mo into three 
parts, but I'll make it hot for the on 
that takes tho two-thirds of mo tha 
don't belong to him!"

Williams town in triumph. Tho othe: 
two Constables concluded that tin 
liquor was partly in the Stato of Ver 
montand partly in the Stato of Ncu 
York, and they mode an equal division 
each confiscating ono-half of the stock 
in trado in the name his State.—Troij 
Telegram.
